In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiner 
Walsh indicated a reference he knew of, to the Mr. Thorpe, that mentioned using color and texture to identify produce 
(2006/0086794, paragraph [0260]) and indicated it may be of interest for the Applicant to review. Examiner Walsh 
stated that he could not comment on the allowability of the proposed amendment without conducting a complete 
search of the limitations.

I. Differences between the cited prior art and the present invention 

A Mergenthaler (2004/0065740) teaches using bar code scanner signal to produce 
imaging information, including beam position and beam length. Mergenthaler accesses a 
data base for size and shape information associated with the bar code and determines if 
the expected size and shape match the actual size and shape. 



B. Lemelson (5,945,656) teaches a code scanner that folds over a page of a book and 
converts the code into audio information. Lemelson also teaches producing audio 
descriptions of products from scanning bar codes. 

C. The present invention captures a visual characteristic and verifies an identity of an 
item determined from a coded identifier such as a bar code using the visual characteristic. 
The visual characteristic includes "color, size, shape, or texture. . Page 11, Lines 5-7; 
Page 12, Lines 12-13. "In certain embodiments, the capture module 302 converts the one 
or more visual characteristics into a visual signature. The visual signature may be a 
unique identifier for the item 102 based on the brightness, hue, color saturation, color 
variation, size, shape, and other characteristics of the item 102." Page 12, Lines 19-22. 



II. Proposed Amendment 



1. (Proposed amendment) An apparatus for positively identifying an item, the apparatus 
comprising: 

a processor configured to execute executable data structures; and 

a memory device connected to the processor for storing the executable data 

structures, the executable and operational data structures comprising: 

a reader module configured to read a coded identifier associated with the 
item; 

a capture module configured to capture a visual characteristic of the item, 

independent of the coded identifie r, wherein the visual 
characteristic comprises color and texture ; 
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an association module configured to identify the item in a database based 
on the coded identifier; 

a verification module configured to verify the identity of the item based 
on the visual characteristic; and 

a presentation module configured to provide audio information describing 

one or 

more visual characteristics of an item associated with the coded identifier 

such that a user can detect a mismatch between the coded identifier and 
the item to facilitate fraud detection. 
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
